BERLIN, May 23.—The meat bill passed 
“he Reichstag today by a vote of 163 to 123. 
he bill has already been promised the 
Bundesrath’s approval, when it will become 
a law. The bill is general in its provisions, 
but really affects America only, and Chicago 
packers in particular. 

esel stated, the biil as it goes to the 
Bondesrath prohibits the importation of 
ned meats, sausages, or sausage meats. 
it further provides that until Dec. 31, 1903, 
fresh meats shall only be allowed to enter 
German ports in whole or half carcasses, and 
then only when hearts and kidneys are at- 
tached. 

The does not make special provisions 
for American meats after 1903, but says that 
after Dec. 31 of that year importations shall 
be regulated either by new legislation or the 
provisions of the present bill, if it shall con- 
tinue in force. 


Effect of American Competition. ‘ 


The bill has been one of the most stubborn- } 


ly contested measures that has ever been 
considered by the Reichstag. It was pro- 
posed by the Agrarians, who felt keenly the 
competition of American meats, and they 
based their crusade on the pretext that, de- 
spite the compulsory inspection of American 
officials, much of the American meat is un- 
healthy, because of trichinz and other dis- 
eases. Much was made also of the canned 
beef scandal during the Spanish-American 
war. 
The real reason of the Agrarian demand 
was that the imports of American meat re- 
Guced the price of the native product. The 
German government opposed the bill at first, 
not caring to offend the United States, but 
. domestic politics forced it to accept the com- 
promise. The opposition then became con- 
med almost entirely to the Socialists and 
Radicals who represent the cities. 


© The Vill in the compromise form is regarded 

by United States Ambassador White as 
worse, if its bearing upon the United States, 
than it Was originally. 

“In taking this view,” said Mr. White, I 
particularly refer to the virtual exclusion of 
our corned beef, which I deem unreasonable 
after its long use here and after the United 
States has proved its wholesomeness.

Willis Brown, Lake View Missionary, 
Goes to Washington, Representing 
: Luer Page Gaston, and Organizes 
the School Boys and Girls There 
Into Bands Against the Use of To- 
bacco—His Work Attacked by the 
Washington Post. 
The American Anti- 1 
enterprise, has its in-

Position on children. Its promoters stand 
charged with selling badges for profit, and 
with encouraging the school boys and girls 
to the contemptible art of spying. 
headquarters of the league are on the 
eleventh floor of the Woman's Temple. Lucy 
Page Gaston is President and founder of the 
institution, which until recently has won- 
fined its efforts to this city. Miss Gaston, 
however, desired to extend her war on the 
cigarets, and decided to invade Washington, 
with the hope of forming the schoo! children 
of the capital into an immense lobby before 
Congress. Illness prevented her taking per- 
sonal command there, and so she sent Willis 
Brown, formerly assistant pastor of the 
Lake View Baptist Church, and son of the 
present pastor. | 
Mr. Brown enlisted the codperation of the 
Washington school officials, organized the 
anti-cigaret bands, sold badges to thousands 
of children for 10 to 50 cents each, and util- 
ized the boys and girls in collecting evidence 
against dealers in cigarets. The work he 
has done there in the last month has been 
more ** thorough and systematic“ than any 
the league previously had accomplished. 
Chicago has not been fully worked for 
the sale of the badges, but considerable 
effort has been put forth in nearby towns, 


notably Waukegan and Kenosha. 
Post Voices a Criticism. 

Now Mr. Brown has departed from Wash- 
ington and has started in on Cleveland. 
The crusade he led in the capital city does 
not, however, meet with universal approba- 
tion, and the Washington Post voices a vig- 
orous protest. In the course of this protest 
it is shown that Mr. Brown had pictured the 
situation in such dark colors that three big 
installments of the badges had to be shipped 
from Chicago to meet the demand. In a short 
time almost every small boy and girl in the 
national capital was adorned with one of the 
shining emblems. Miss Gaston says the 
Washington girls bought the gold badges 
and wore them as breastpins. 

Mr. Brown's strength lay in his story of 
the frightful ravages of the cigaret among 
the little boys and girls in Washington and 
Chicago. After two days’ investigation in 
the capital he announced in one of his 
speeches that at least 90 per cent of the pub- 
lic school boys and girls there were victims 
of the cigaret habit. His assertions regard- 
ing Chicago children were almost as start- 
ling. The Washington school teachers, when 
told by Mr. Brown that the little girls were 
as steady smokers as the little boys, were 
horrified, and it was decided that something 
must be done right away. 


Effort Not Altruistic. 
_According to the Washington Post some- 


thing was done, and now after Mr. Brown’s j 
departure that individual's efforts are thus 


epitomized by the Post: 

It now appears that the activities of Mr. 
Willis Brown go much beyond the domain 
of moral agitation and altruistic, self-sac- 
rificing toll. We have been greatly inter- 
ésted by certain little blank forms, etc., 
which are passing about fluently among the 
school children, and which teem with high 
suggestion. We conclude, after a careful 
examination of these documents, that Mr. 
Willis Brown's league—or whatever he pre- 
ters to call it—does not propose to die a 
martyr’s death. The managers thereof evi- 
dently have at least one eye for business, 
however they may squander their emotions 
and solicitude. As Mr. Brown goes along, 
scattering flowers of piety and rescue in 
tropical profusion, he takes time to organize 
among the school children, affected by his 
eloquence—and perhaps equally by the admo- 
nitions of the school authorities—what he 
calls ‘The Girls’ Auxiliary Anti-Cigaret 
league.’ No doubt there are boys’ auxiliar- 
les also. As will appear, this is not a game 
from which Mr. Brown could profitably ex- 
clude any one. When a girl joins the thing- 
umbob in question she subscribes to the fol- 
lowing:

Miss Gaston Surprised. 

Lucy Page Gaston read the foregoing 
Post editorial with surprise yesterday. She 
said the badge idea was originated by her 
and that it was practically impossible to 
interest little boys and girls in a crusade 
without something tangible, like a meta] 
badge or ribbon. Moreover, she said, the 
American Anti-Cigaret league has no other 
way in which to pay its expenses. Miss 
Gaston donates her services to the league. 
There are three employés, two stenog- 
raphers and a manager at headquarters, 
with salaries of $15 a week each. There are 
also a number of boy evangelists who have 
to be paid. The league also publishes a 
large amount of anti-cigaret litefature. 

Miss Gaston says that each 60-cent 
gold“ badge costs the league 45 cents, the 
silver badges furnish about the same mar- 
gin, and that the white metal badges, re- 
tailing at $1.20 a dozen, offer only an in- 
finitesimal” profit. “Mr. Brown," she 
added, “is not directly in the pay of the 
league, but is working with its sanction. 
He has a family to support and is obliged to 
depend on the profits from the badges for 
his pay.” 


Boy Reformers in 

Mr. Brown obtained practically all his 
information about the extent of the cigaret 
habit in Washington and Chicago from the 
littlé boys and girls themselves. While he 
was still in Chicago the services of several 
precocious youths of 18 and 14 years were 
volunteered. They brought information to 
Mr. Brown that in both these cities almost 
every little boy and girl in the public schools 
was a cigaret fiend, and it was this informa- 
tion that furnished the basis for Mr. Brown's 
etartling lecture. During Mr. Brown's ab- 
sence in Washington his work here was 
taken up by several of these youthful re- 
formers. One 14-year-old Chicago boy has 
made trips to several north shore suburbs 
and delivered anti-cigaret lectures, and as- 
sisted to sell the badges to the newly organ- 
ized bands. , 


Defends System of Spying. 

Mr. Brown's system of teaching school 
children to spy on the tobacco dealers for 
evidence of illegal cigaret selling is fully 
countenanced by the league officials, who 
have for some time been Obtaining informa- 
tion in the same way in Chicago. It was 
defended by Miss Gaston yesterday. 

We try first to secure our evidence from 
the boys and girls who have bought cigar- 
ets of their dwn accord,” she said. ‘‘ Where 
we are convinced the law is being violated 
and we cannot get the evidence in any other 
way, we get the boys to buy and trap the 
dealers in that way. We have secured over 
300 convictions already, and have found ita 
successful plan.” \

BOUND AT A DOWIE HOME. 


STORY OF MILLIE LOGAN’S CASE 
As TOLD BY HER MOTHER. 


Girl Declared Insane Pleads for Treat- 
ment by the “ Healer Before Going 
to Kankakee— Devils” Are Cast 
Out, but When the Patient Is Parad- 
ed as a “Cure” She Relapses Into 
Her Former Condition—Said to Have 
Been Found Tied with Ropes. 


After Dr. Dowie had “ cast the devils 
out of Millie Logan, who had been adjudged 
insane in Judge Dewitt L. Jones’ court, Mrs. 
V. T. Bone, the girl’s mother, says she found 
her lying on the floor of a small room in 
one of Dowie’s auxiliary homes at 16 Six- 
teenth street. She was bound with cords 
that cut into the flesh and was crying be- 
cause of the pain. The girl was taken yes- 
terday afternoon te Kankakee, where she 
was admitted to the asylum for the insane.

_ Millie seemed to be in a rational mood 
the afternoon of the trial in the Insane 
Court,“ said Mrs. Bone, and when we were 
passing Dowie's Zion Millie asked me to 
allow her to go in and be prayed for by 
Dowie. At first I refused, but the girl was 
80 persistent that I finally consented. We 
entered the home and met some one in the 
lobby. Millie said she came to be prayed for. 
I explained the trouble with the girl. Mean- 
time several others came up, and one re- 
marked that she was not insane. I told them 
that I would take her to Kankakee, and they 
accounted it a crime. They said she could 
be healed by them by prayer. After some 
time I consented to allow.my daughter to 
remain. I did not believe that the effort to 
cure her or relieve her at most would hurt 
her. I had the writ and other papers in my 
hand, and one of Dowie's elders took them. 
My daughter was transferred to 16 Six- 
teenth street, in care of a Mrs. Moody. 
There she seemed to get along nicely for 
awhile. In fact, she attended Zion Taber-~ 
nacle services twice every day and some- 
times three times. Shortly after she es- 
| poused the faith, joined the tabernacle, and 
became an ardent follower and believer in 
Dowieism. 
They even baptized her. 


Testifies to Dowie’s “ Cure.“ 

* Last Monday week Dowie, at the morn- 
ing serve in the tabernacle, called Millie 
upon the platform, whence hé was speak- 
ing to several hundred people, and made her 
give testimony that she had been cured. 
The man, I believe, hypnotized her with his 
power. She testified to those assembled 
there that she had been cured of her trou- 
ble and healed by the grace of Dowie. It 
was a dramatic performance. Dowie then 
told the history of the case and impressed 
upon the multitude his power to cast out 
devils.

Mrs. Bone is the wife of George Bone and 
resides at 6830 West Harrison street. The 
family came here a year ago from Indian- 
apolis. Millie Logan is 22 years old and has 
been a sufferer for many years from epi- 
lepsy, and for a time was an inmate of an 
insane asylum in Indianapolis. On April 
19, the young woman’s malady becoming 
more serious, Mrs. Bone thought it best to 
have her taken to an asylum for treatment. 
Millie was adjudged insane in the County 
Court on April 19 and an order obtained ad- 
mitting her to the insane asylum at Kan- 
kakee. 

Admitted to Kankakee Asylum. 

A dispatch from Kankakee last night said 
that Millie Logan had been examined by the 
doctors there, and admitted to the asylum as 


an insane person.

SAYS IT IS CONCLUSIVE:

BASTER ACCUSED UF MURDER 


State’s Attorney Deneen expects to be in 
possession today of the evidence which its te 
be presented to the grand jury concerning 
the alleged conspiracy among the dealers in 
building materials to boycott contractors 
employing union workmen. He waited in hig 
office until 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon for 
M. V. Gannon, the attorney representing the 
Building Trades council, and the committee 
from that organization, and then learned 
that because of the mass of evidence reach= 
ing their offices in the late afternoon they 
would be unable to put it in shape for pres- 
entation until this morning. 

The conference had been arranged for the 
purpose of submitting the evidence bearing 
on the charges as classified by Attorney 
Gannon and seeing that it was in proper 
form. for submission to the grand jury. 
The plan agreed on is to present nothing but 
legal evidence, in the strictest meaning of the 
term—a statement of facts which will sup- 
port the indictments sought when the pros- 
pective defendants are brought into court 
for trial. This has necessitated the elimina- 
tion of a large amount of irrelevant matter, 
a work which has taken three or four days. 


Says He Has Direct Evidence. 
Attorney Gannon said during the day that 
there would be direct evidence to cover 
every case presented, and that more than a 
score of complaints would be suomitted, 
A majority of these, he said, will be against 
the wholesale dealers in plumbers’ supplies, 
but special efforts also will be made by the 
union men to reach lumber dealers, hard- 
ware dealers, and-dealers in brick and stone 
and other building supplies, who are charged 
with being parties to a conspiracy to re- 
strict trade. 
The prosecution of the cases wi’, be under 
the law prohibiting forming a combine or 
trust for the regulation of prices or restric- 
tion of sale of any commodity of general 
use. Beside proving the main charge, the 
union men say they hope to convince the 
ag jury that the position taken by the ma-

Traces Cause of Violence. 

The argument in support of this idea is 
given by John Long, chairman of the Board 
of Business Agents, as follows: 

“ The contractors, who found it impossible 
to secure material for the completion of 
their contracts, had to suspend work, and 
this resulted in their workmen being laid 
off. The men were aware of the cause of 
their idleness, and that knowledge was re- 
sponsible, I believe, for much ef the bitter- 
ness shown, and for some of the riotous 
demonstrations against non-union workmen 
who were working under the protection of 
the Building Contractors’ council, the mem- 
bers of which we have reason to think have 
been favored by the material supply men.“ 


Committee Finds Witnesses. es 

In gathering the facts required to sub- 
shai the charges against the material 
dealers the Building Trades council com- 
mittee found much difficulty and was com- 
pelied to resort to advertisements in the 
newspapers, asking the assistance of “all 
engaged in the plumbing business who have 
been refused material by Chicago plumbing- 
supply houses, or manufacturers who desire 
redress for the wrongs inflicted upon them 
in their business. 

Many responded during the day to the ad- 
vertisements, calling on Attorney Gannon 
at 160 Washington street and relating theiz 
experiences. Some of these will go befors 
the grand jury as witnesses. 

Names of Accused Kept Secret. . 

State’s Attorney Deneen said last night 
that he knew nothing as to the identity ot 
the material dealers whose names would be 
presented to the grand jury. Attorney Gan- 
non had not mentioned them, and the com- 
mittee from the Building Trades council had 
kept the names secret. It was stated by 
Attorney Gannon, however, that there would 
be no John Doe complaints and that the 
prosecution would proceed in the regular 
way. 

It is not considered probable that the grand 
jury will give any consideration to the evi- 
dence before tomorrow, if that early. Mr, 
Deneen will make a careful review of the 
charges and the evidence supporting them 
before the matter will be laid before the 
jury, and this will consume the time until 
the jury has finished its work for today. 


Stocklassa May Be a Witness. 
Rudolph Stocklassa, a cut stone contra 
tor at Twenty-fourth and Troy streets, may 
be one of the important witnesses called be- 
fore the grand jury to testify as to the al- 
leged combination between the building ma- 
terial dealers and contractors.

NEW DEMAND ON TURKE 


UNITED STATES SENDS ANOTHER 
NOTE TO THE SULTAN. 


Charge @’Affaires Griscomb Hands to 
the Turkish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs a Renewal of the American 
Demand for the Payment of Indem- 
nity Claims—State Department 
Adopts the Policy of Treating the 
Forte as a Bad Debtor. | 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 23.—The United 
States Legation having vainly waited four 
weeks for a reply to the note of April 24 re- 
garding the American indemnity claims; Mr. 
Lloyd C. Griscom, United, States Chargé 
d' Affaires, has had handed to Tewfix Pasha, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, a new note, 
couched in more precise terms and insisting 
upon a prompt settlement. The note pro- 
duced a great impression, as the Porte 
thought the matter postponed, if net aban- 
doned. It is believed here that the United 
States will not wait so long this time for an 
answer, America’s indulgence thus far not 
having made a satisfactory impression upon 
the Porte. 

Jogs the Sultan’s Memory. 

Washington, D. C., May 23,—[{Special.)— 
Uncle Sam has again jogged the memory of 
the Sultan of Turkey in regard to the mat- 
ter of indemnity for the property of Amer- 
ican missionaries destroyed in Turkey. He 
will continue this course until the Sultan has 
settled a little claim amounting to $90,000. 
This reminder was sent through Lloyd C. 
Griscom, the Charge d' Affaires at Constanti- 
nople, and while it is by no means an ulti- 
matum it is much stronger than the first 
note. 

The State department has entered upon a 
dunning policy to bring about a settlement 
of the claim. It has determined to treat the 
Sublime Porte as a bad debtor, to be fre- 
quently reminded that money due must be 
forthcoming. Mr. Griscom has been given 
general instructions to continue to press the 
Turkish government for payment of the Ar- 
menian claims. 

The policy of the government apparently 
is to represent the matter as so urgent that 
the Sultan cannot afford to pursue the course 
which he has followed since the presentation 
of the first note, that of silent indifference. 


Hint of an Ultimatum. | 

The first note was presented just four 
weeks ago yesterday, and it was intimated 
by officials at that time that it would be fol- 
lowed by an ultimatum, demanding payment 
on the penalty of a severance of diplomatic 
relations. 

According to the explanations then made 
by officials, Turkey was to be given a rea- 
sonable time to answer, and if she failed to 
respond within that reasonable time some- 
thing would happen. 

Apparently the government has deemed 
that circumstances do not justify a resort to 
drastic measures at this time. Meanwhile, 
however, Minister Straus will not return to 
Constantinople, and nobody will be appoint- 
ed in his place should he persuade the Presi- 
dent to accept his resignation. American 
affairs at Constantinople will be left in 
charge of Mr. Griscom, who, although quite 
a young man, has shown decided ability 
as a diplomat. 

Despite the assertions to the contrary, it is 
believed in official circles that the visit to

LONDON, May 2, 3 a. m.—The plan of the 
National Domestic association of London 
to import a large number of servants from 
the United States, as explained by Manager 
William Lewis, is unique. 

We have as many as 500 applications 
daily for general servants, yet we cannot 
supply more than 10 per cent satisfactorily. 
Hence we propose importing from the United 
States. 

How do we manage to induce servants 
to come to London when American servants 
get from $200 to $300 a year and English 
only $907 That's easy. We attract them 
by a present, such a brooch or an apron, 
pay their passages, advance them $1.50 or 
$2 a week for board and lodging, or provide 
them with an outfit. We guarantee them sit- 
uations. Of course they repay us during 
the first six months after they take service 
in London.” 

The organization occupies fifteen gorgeous- 
ly furnished rooms in a swell part of the West 
End and employs a staff of twenty-two 
clerks. Liveried servants open the doors and 
usher in servants and mistresses with equal 
ceremony. *

| CHEERS SIGHT OF FOOD. 


MAFEKING’S WILD DEMONSTRATION 
OVER SUPPLY WAGONS. 


Details of the Relief of the Besieged 
Town Begin to Reach London—Major 
Davies and Nine Scouts the First te 
Enter the Place—Followed in s Few 
Hours by 1,000 Men with Twenty — 
gry People. 


LONDON, May 24, 8 a. m.—Mafeking die 
patches continue to pour into London, relat- 
ing to events immediately preceding the re- 
lief and the entry of the troops. The corre- 
spondents agree that the Canadian artillery, 
Major Endon’s seven guns, did splendid 
work. Some of them assert that the Cana- 
dians did “ absolutely essential work in the 

About 7 o’clock in the evening of the day 
before the relief, after Colonel Mahon and 
Colonel Plumer had defeated the Boers nine 
miles from Mafeking, Major Karri Davis 
and nine scouts entered the town. The Boers 
were then retreating. At 4 o'clock on the 
following morning 1,000 men, including the 
Canadians, arrived. With them were twenty 
wagon loads of foods, which were received 
with wild demonstrations. The armored 
train and a detachment then pushed forward 
to Gametree Fort, the scene of the unsuccess- 
ful sortie in December. The Boers had 
evacuated it on the east. They pur- 
sued, and the correspondent, phing 
these facts on Thursday afternoon, 
his dispatch thus: . 

* We caught up with the retreating Boers 
and have them now surrounded.” ~~ ; 


Arrival of Food Supplies. 

Lady Sarah Wilson has managed to get — 
through a message from Mafeking, dated 
Thursday, and announcing the entry of the 
relief column. She says: 

The fighting before the relief was hard. 
A severe struggle proceeded yesterday 
(May 16) from 2 p. m. until dusk. The Boers 
were forced slowly to retreat, contesting 
every inch. At sunset they still held the — 
last position. 

Colonel Mahon entered the town in the 
brilliant moonlight. The Boers were as 
tired out as we were, and they never guessed 
that an attempt would be made to force an 
entry before morning. Therefore their sur- 
prise was complete. They deserted their 
laagers, leaving a lot of food which was 
divided up among the people of Mafeking.” 

A Daily Telegraph correspondent, describ- 
ing the march of the relief column, says? 

“On the morning before the little fores 
started from Kimberley General Hunter 
wrote to Colonel Mahon: This ts the most 
dashing exploit of the war. Every man @ 
the column has been specially selected, I 
wish you godspeed.’ ” * 

: Boers Flee Under Fire. 

“The action opened at 1 p. m. Wednes- 
day with Maxim fire, and this soon told upon 
the enemy, who surrounded us, but who had 
not hindered the forward march. The value 
of the Boer methods of warfare when used 
in flat country may be estimated by this 
action. Little cover was afforded the en ~* 
emy, with the result that they fled as soon 4s 
our guns were turned upon them. The fight 
raged most fiercely on the left, but our guns 
soon silenced the enemy, who were seem 
fiying in all directions. 

“ Those on the left flank, finding that their 
comrades in front had abandoned their po- 
sitions, ran helter-skelter. Then ensued the 
finest Boer hunting witnessed during the 
war. The dismounted British plied the en- 
emy with rifle fire, while the pompoms hur- 
tled them until not a single Boer was left in 
front of us. 

“The Canadians kept busy on the right, 
replying with their seven-pounder to the 
enemy's biggest gun, until darkness Teil 
upon the scene.“ 


Message from Baden-Powell. 

The War office issues a dispatch from Lord 
Roberts, under date of Honings Spruit, May 
22, announcing the receipt by him of thefol- 
lowing message from Baden-Powell, dated 
at Mafeking, May 17: 

I am happy to inform you that eking 
was successfully relieved today. north- 
ern and southern columns joined hands on 
May 15 and attacked the enemy yesterday, 
and after a small engagement entirely de- 
feated them with loss. The British casual 
ties were three killed and twenty-two 
wounded, 

The force marched into Mate- 
king at 9 this morning, and the relief and de- 
fense forces combined and moved out and 
attacked the enemy’s head laager. We 
shelled them out and nearly captured Sny- © 
man, and took one gun, a flag, and a large 
amount of ammunition, stores, ete. Five 
dead and fifteen wounded Boers were found. 
The enemy appears to de retreating in all 
directions except one commando, which is 
lying low, possibly to cover the retreat of 
the remainder.” 


Baden-Powell’s Interview. 

The first word received from Colonel Ba- 
den-Powell, at Maféking, heightens rather 
than diminishes the reports heretofore ca- 
bled of the gallantry exhibited by the garri- 
son during the closing days of the siege. 

In an interview with the correspondent of 
the Reuters Telegram company, May ij, 
Colonel Baden-Powell said: 

My great endeavor is to prevent the r. 
lef force from trying to rush into the place 
before they are strong enough to do so. It 
would be better to make certain of relief in 
two months than to be beaten in an at- 
tempted relief in one month. You remem- 
ber, it was said in the old days in Zululand 
that the natives called me ‘ Umhala Panza,’ 
the man who does not rush things. The 
knowledge that the whole empire was watch- 
ing with appreciation the good fight of the 
garrison has been worth an extra pound of 
rations a day to the garrison. 

“It was difficult to persuade the civiliang 
of the necessity of submitting to martial 
law. We had our little difficulties, but later 
there was a loyal acceptance of the military 
administration, and there was no trouble at 
all. The devotion of the nurses and the wome- 
en generally was most marked.” g

ENVOY ADVISES SURRENDER. 


Reported at Cape Town That Boer Dele- 
gate to United States Urges Kruger 
to Ask Terms. 


CAPE TOWN, May 23.—It is reported here 
that President Kruger has received a com- 
munication from Abraham Fischer, one of

Fust Afternoon Session Held. 
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The proposed removal of the police monu- 
ment in Haymarket Square to Union Park 
does not meet with the approval of all citi- 
zens. Many insist that the statue was erected 
to mark the spot where the brave police lost 
their lives, and that any change in its loca- 
tion would be destructive of the sentiment 
for which it was built. The words in the 
base of the monument, In the Name ot the 
People of Illinois, I Command Peace,” are 
pointed out as proving that the sculptor 
himself intended the bronze statue to mark 
the historical spot. 

The reason given for the change is that 
“it is in the way and is not kept in good 
condition.“ One policeman remarked yes- 
terday: “ Well, the people did not think it 
in the way ten years ago.“ 

The West Park Commissioners defend the 
removal by saying the monument is going 
to ruin, and that a removal is necessary to 
preserve it. Those opposing the change in- 
sist that the city authorities are lax in 


neglecting the monument, and suggest that 


the park commissioners be given control of 
the 1 and that it remain in its present 
on. 

The memorial was erected by private sub- 
seription in memory of the policemen who 
fell in the Haymarket riot.

BAPTISTS MEET IN DETROIT. 


Home Mission Society Hears Plea of 
President Greene for a Church 


Detroit, Mich., May 238.—[Special.]—The 
American Baptist Home Missionary society 
began its annual session here this morning 
with 600 delegates present. Today was the 
sixty-eighth anniversary of the foundation 
of the organization. A. J. Fox welcomed 
the delegates to the city, the Rev. L. A. 
Crandall of Memorial Church, Chicago, re- 


sponding. 

President Stephen Greene, in his annual 
address, made a plea for unity among the 
various national missionary organizations. 
He pointed out the need of closer codpera- 
tion, and, before he had finished, employed 
the term federation. 

Our organization may not be perfect, but 

the foundations were laid by godly men and 
women, said the President. The question 
is frequently asked, why are we not one 
society? We are loyal to our various so- 
cieties, but true loyalty will not allow senti- 
ment to stand in the way of real improve- 
ment. There is an urgent demand for better 
organized plans of beneficence. 

“T’ am not suggesting a remedy, but I 
appeal for the establishment of some system 
of communication that will overcome the 


difficulty.”’ 


Corresponding Secretary Morgan present- 


ed the report of the Executive board and 
mentioned that $2,000,000 has been received 
by the society in twenty years in the way of 
beneficences. He said a training school 
for missionaries is urgently needed in Mex- 
ico City. Last summer the t mission 
church was established at Skaguay.

ASSEMBLY REFERS THE MATTER TO 


— 


Report of the Committee Is Adopted by 
the Presbyterians at St. Louis and 
the District Governing Bodies Will 
Be Asked What Course, if Any, They 
Desire to Take—McGiffert Case Is 
Finally Dropped and Stated Clerk 
Elected.

St. Louis, Mo., May 23.—[Special. The 

McGiffert case was officially closed today by 

the General Assembly. The revision of the 


Westminister Confession of Faith or the 
preparation of a new creed was practically, 


although not authoritatively, ordered, a per- 


manent clerk was elected, and the Presi. 
dent of Union Theological Seminary in New 
York made a report in favor of the Board 
of Foreign Missions. 

Dr. Birch left the platform on Tuesday 
afternoon, intimating that he would not 
drop the McGiffert case unless a judicial 
commission was appointed to dispose of it 
in a manner satisfactory to his counsel and 
himself. The night of rest found him more 
ready to yield to the advice of other friends 
and in the morning he made a substitution 
for the statement made by him as appellant, 
in which he said: 

In view of the action of the Judicial committee 
and its adoption by the General Assembly, I desire 
not to prosecute the a further. 

Applause greeted this statement, as it did 
also in a still more hearty manner this reso- 
lution, read by Dr. McKibbin, from his com- 
mittee: 

Resolved, That the statement now made by the 
Rev. Dr. George W. F. Birch, appellant, be sub- 
stituted for that made by him yesterday with 
the following additional minutes: 

Resolved, That the desire of the Rev. Dr. G. W. 
F. Birch, appellant, be granted and that the case 
be and is hereby closed. 


Debate on Creed Revision. 


The debate on the revision question today 
was on broader lines than the discussion 
yesterday. The second amendment, naming 
a committee, but limiting its operations to 
the twenty-eight overtures sent to the pres- 
byteries eight years ago, and the amend- 
ment dropping the whole question were taken 
up. In addition the report recommending 
a committee to formulate a plan of revision 
based upon the information which the pres- 


byteries are invited to give, as well as the 
merits and defects of the confession of faith 


itself, and the new creed which some pro- 
pose, were discussed in the hour allowed 
by vote for the discussion. 

The first speaker was the Rev. Dr. E. 
Trumbull Lee of Cincinnati, who offered the 
second amendment relative to the old re- 
vision overture. He denied the charge made 
by the member of the Presbytery of Cleve- 
land yesterday, Dr. Paul F. Sutphen, that 
ministers were insincere in their subscrip- 
tion to the confession of faith. 

Dr. James F. Bolton of Philadelphia fa- 
vored the report of the Committee on Bills 
and Overtures, not the Philadelphia substi- 
tute nor the one from Ohio. Due delibera- 
tion and consideration had been given by the 
committee, he said, and its fifteen members 
were better qualified than any individual 
to outline a plan of action for the assembly. 
He then analyzed what the committee of- 
fered and concluded that it was the best 
possible thing. The committee does not sug- 
gest a revision of the standards, he said, but 
simply the appointment of a committee for 
consultation. His conclusion was that the 
assembly could not afford to refuse the de- 
mand from the presbyteries for a conf 


“ Vagaries of Hillis. 


The Rev. A. L. Latham, also from Phila- 
delphia, declared the people did not demand 
any change in the Confession of Faith, 
After all the agitation which had been 
aroused on the question, he said, there are 
only thirty-seven presbyteries in line and 
the line was irregular. As an illustration 
of this statement he instanced the case of 
the Lima Presbytery, where, at the close ofa 
meeting with only seven or eight people 
present, the overture was brought up, five 
members voted for it and two or three 
against it, and this presbytery is ranged 
along side of those demanding a new creed 
as a summary of presbytery doctrine. The 
speaker attributed the creed revision agi- 
tation to Dr. Parkhurst and Dr. Hillis, de- 
scribing the preaching of the former as sen- 
sationalism and that of the latter as vagar- 
ies. He did not believe that the assembly 
should be moved by pyrotechnics, 

The Rev. Dr. Richard S. Holmes of Pitts- 
burg announced himself as a conservative 
and spoke for the report of the committee. 
The discussion of the question, he said, 
would be honest, judicial, and fair, and was 
due the church as a privilege. 

Eider Hugh M. Cooper of Topeka, Kas., 
made a dispassionate protest against the ro- 
vision movement. 

The Rev. Dr. Samuel P. Sprecher of Cleve- 
land, O., said he feared there was a panicky 
feeling abroad, and the presbyteries should 
have an opportunity to declare themselves 
on the matter of revision. 

“JT do not agree with some that the con- 
fession is keeping men from the church or 
that it is driving them out of the church,” 
he said. | 


Chicago Man’s Argument. 
Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicago, a member 


of the Committee on Bills and Overtures, in 


the closing address, said if the facts were 
brought intelligently before the assembly 
the report of the committee would be adopt- 
ed. He said that to enter at once either 
upon the revision of the present creed or 
upon the construction of a new creed, or upon 
the preparation of a supplemental creed, or 
of an explanatory statement, would commit 
the assembly to undertaking some one of 


the proposed methods of credal changes with- 


out sufficient knowledge of the mind of the 
church to warrant expectation of approval. 

On the other hand, he said, to decline all 
action would be to ignore a condition that 
seems to demand attention and which in- 
volves a widespread misrepresentation, and 
therefore misapprehension, of the doctrinal 
proposition of the church. 

Therefore, he said, he recommended, with 
other members of the Committee on Bills 
and Overtures, that the committee be ap- 
pointed. Then followed the vote on the 
amegdments. Dr. Lee’s substitute was lost, 
also the amendment of the Rev. John Gra- 
ham. The report of the Committee on Bills 
and Overtures was then adopted by an al- 
most unanimous vote. It provides that the 
presbyteries be asked what action they de- 
sire to take, if any, im the revision of the 
creed, 

The Rev. Dr. McKibbin made a motion 
that the Moderator, the Rev. Charles A. 
Dickey, be made the chairman of the com- 
mittee, and it was carried. 


Noble Wins for Clerk. | 

The permanent clerkship followed the re- 
vision question. Seven candidates were pre- 
sented in five minutes, and on the third bal- 
lot the Rev. Dr. William B. Noble of Red- 
lands, Cal., was elected to succeed the Rev.

EIn the Pioneer Press today is a letter 
by Father Sherman of the Roman Catholic 
Church, in which he tells the public that in my 
recent report on Porto Rico I said:

I have never made this statement. I have never 


had the pleasure of meeting the son of my old 
dear friend, General Sherman. 

Some months ago the leading papers of the 
country published an interview with Father Sher- 
man, and it was to this interview which I re- 
ferred, and which I havé not seen denied by 
Father Sherman till now, when I said Father 
Sherman and others have already told the sad 


story. 

Prominent residents of Porto Rico have more 
than confirmed the statements of that published 
interview. 

The fact that multitudes of people are living 
together without Christian marriage, owing to 
the poverty of the people and their inability to pay 
the marriage fees, was told me by one who knows 
better than any one else the social condition of 
the Island of Porto Rico. 

If the moral condition of the island and the 
Christfan faithfulness of the Roman Catholic 
priests have been what Father Sherman’s letter 
would imply, no one will rejoice more heartily 
than myself. Those who know me know that I 
have never in my episcopate made an attack upon 
any who love the Lord Jesus Christ. 1 alluded 
to the religious conditions of Porto Rico in order 
to show the grave responsibility which rests upon 
all Christian people of the United States to do all 
in their power for the uplifting of this people 
who, in the providence of God, have been placed 
under our care. 4 

At the recent election, the condition of suffrage 
was that any male adult could vote who had paid 
a dollar tax the previous year, or could read and 
write.

By an overwhelming vote the 
Conference has adopted the recommenda- 
tion made in the Bishops’ address and has 
abolished the pastoral time limit. The com-

Arran GIBSON’S “LENIENCY.” 

It the details of the insubordination of 
a portion of the erew of the battleship 
Texas as given in Washington dispatches 
are correct’ it would seem that a proper 
apportioning of discipline would necessi- 
tate the placing of the Captain in arrest, 
thus adding another prisoner to the list 
of the ten sailors now confined in the 
“ brig.” It is stated that Captain Gibson, 
the com#ianding officer, being about to re- 
tire from the service, did not care to mark 
his last days of command by dealing out 
punishment to refractory enlisted men. 

The result of this leniency is said to 
have been that the men ran the ship, in- 
sulted the commissioned officers, and threat- 
ened and assaulted the petty officers at will. 
Some of the sailors are said to have en- 
gaged in the pastime of going aloft to throw 


| down iron bolts with the intention of killing 


their superiors in command. They enjoyed 
this pleasantry seemingly unchecked until 
one of the subordinate commissioned of- 
ficers, taking in his hand the chance of being 
charged with mutiny and insubordination, 
which are serious things in the navy, told 
Captain Gibson that unless discipline were 
enforced trouble would be made for him 
in Washington, ‘This led to the infliction 
of some minor punishments. At the out- 
break of the Spanish war English naval 
officers said that there was lacking in the 
American navy the discipline that prevailed 
elsewhere. Affairs of the kind noted, if 
happening frequently, would goa to sub- 
stantiate the charge. This Texas matter 
should be investigated, for the story tends 
to bring naval officers and the navy itself 
into disrepute.

Tir SPECULATING ALONE. 

Judge Kohisaat ordered a verdict of 
“not guilty” to be entered in the case of 
five members of the Board of Trade who 
were on trial before him, charged with 
using the mails b. a scheme to defraud 
customers by btu :ket-shopping methods. 
The Judge so ordered because it did not 
sufficiently appear from the evidence that 
it was the intention of the defendants to 
convert to their own use the money sent 
them by eustomers for investment. There 
was no fraudulent intent. . 

While the evidence did not sustaln the 
indictment, yet it gave the Judge an un- 
favorable idea of the methods of the de- 
fendants. He did not hesitate to say so. 
He said that “the whole testimony im- 
presses me with the idea of faithless- 
ness to customers to a degree that to 
my mind is startlingly demoralizing.” 
In ‘some instances commissions paid 
by customers were not earned by de- 
fendants, and herein the latter defrazd- 
ed their customers flagrantly and in de- 
fiance of law.“ But indictment does not 
cover such a case.” One objectionable 
practice, said the Judge, had been so com- 
mon on the board that it became necessary 
to adopt a special rule last January to 
forbid it. | !

THE MOTHERS CONGRESS AND MEN. 
The mothers’ congress is getting on 
famously, though not exactly in the di- 


rection mapped out for it by the leaders. 


The second day’s session passed with only 
remote reference to children, the time 


being devoted to the consideration of | 


fathers. This was due, as might have 
been expected, to the non-mothers, one of 
whom, Professor Chrisman, hurled the 
statement ut the congress that man, being 
a reasoning animal, cannot love. It is to 
the credit of the mothers that they prompt- 
ly and emphatically resented the charge 
that men cannot love, and the inference 
therefrom that women are unreasoning 
animals, by vigorously hissing the unfor- 
tunate Chrisman, Then a Chicago mother 
all Chicago mothers know that men can 
love—rose and mercilessly flayed this Kan- 
sas non-mother. Other mothers took a 
Hand in. When plain Tom Smith. of 
Iowa sprang to his feet and eloquently 
defended men as lovers he carried oft the 
laurels." The 3,000 mothers assembled 
loved him to a woman, notwithstanding 
Mrs. Tom Smith was tugging at his coat 
tails, uncertain where his indignant elo- 
quence might land him. But Smith went

| Overlooking the infantile theme which the 


congress was called to discuss it proceeded 
to define the duties of fathers, The defini- 
tions were of a nature to arouse serious 


apprehensions in the mind of man, to make 


Chrisman regret his hasty conduct, and 
even to dampen the eloquence of Smith. 
Cooking, making beds, washing and 
ironing, putting babies to bed, and 
caring for the nursery were pro- 
nounced occupations worthy of masculine 
consideration. The mothers were confident 
that men could learn how to perform these 
tasks, though they were not prepared to 
indorse Bartle Massey's taunt to Mrs. Poy- 
ser that men would do these things better 
than women if they gave their minds to 
them, 
Proceeding on this line, the radical 
policy contemplated by the mothers is in- 
dicated by the various propositions offered 
looking to the education of mah in the 
affairs of the household, so as to make his 
relations to the mother and.to the child 
more personal and expert. They would 
have special courses in schools and colleges, 
where young men can be trained for the 
duties of fatherhood by competent mothers, 
who would soon make them expert in the 
use of rattles, rubber rings, and nursing 
bottles, as well as connoisseurs in the tem- 
perature of milk and the composition of 
various kinds of soothing cordials. Nor 
were the fathers overlooked. To make up 
for lost time the mothers would have them 
organized into fathers' congresses, where 


they could be taught the fine points of the 


noble domestic drudgery. No doubt was 
expressed that the fathers would take to 
these congresses as dicks take to water. 
And perhaps they would, There is no 
knowing the degree of servile acquiescence 
which the Tyrant Man has reached under 
these repeated assaults upon his old-time 
privileges. ‘Undoubtedly there are many 
cravens who would promptly march into 
the kitchen or even into the nursery if 
they were ordered to do so by firm and well 
advanced mothers. 

Now that the mothers have settled the 
question of the fathers’ duties, it is to 
be hoped they will get back to the original 
purpose of their congress—namely: the 
rearing of children.

RIDE.” 

Remorseless modern criticism, not con- 
tent with laying irreverent hands upon 
“Paul Revere’s Ride” and Barbara 
Frietchie,” has now undertaken to discount 
Thomas Buchanan Read's inspiring poem, 
“ Sheridan’s Ride.” Testimony of compe- 
tent witnesses appears to show that General 
Sheridan’s famous ride from Winchester 
did not save the day at Cedar Creek, be- 
catise the day had never been altogether 
lost. General Stephen H. Manning of 
Lewiston, Me., claims that General Wright 
had stopped the. stampede of the union army 
and driven back Early’s forces before Sher- 
idan arrived. This statement finds de- 


tailed support in a new historical work in 


which General Joseph W. Keifer tells of 
his part in the battle of Cedar Creek. Gen- 
eral Keifer commanded a division of ‘the 
Sixth Corps in Wright’s army, and his 
minute description of the battle leaves little 
doubt that the poet overstated the case 
when he wrote: 
And the wave of retreat checked its course there, 
because 
The sight of the master compelled it to pause. 
General Keifer says that when Sheridan 
reached Kearnstown he came upon some 
demoralized soldiers, camp followers, and 
sutlers’ wagons hurrying to the rear ip 
great confusion, and was disturbed and 
almost appalled by this sight. Scenes of 
this kind, he says, may be found in the 
reat of almost any great army in battle, 
but “Sheridan, notwithstanding his ex- 
perience as a soldier, was impressed with the 
belief that his whole army was defeated and 
in retreat; he formed, while riding through 
these people, erroneous impressions of what 
had taken place in the morning battle, which 
were never removed from his mind.” Gen- 


‘eral Keifer thinks the steady roar of guns 


and rattle of musketry should have told 
Sheridan that at least some part of the 
army was holding its ground. 

The fact seems to be that there was no 
general retreat in progress at the time of 
Sheridan’s arrival. The first fury of the 
confederate attack, with the consequent 
and temporary. retreat of the 
union army, had been overcome by steady 
and stubborn fighting under Wright. The 
confederates were already worn out and 
unfit for further aggressive work. Wright 
and his Generals had saved the army from 
defeat, and orders had been given before 


Sheridan arriyed to attack the enemy, but 


the spur of Sheridan’s dramatic appearance 
inspired the union men to go on and achieve 
the utter rout of Harly’s forces. 

Assuming General Keifer’s statements to 
be accurate, it is evident that if General 
Sheridan had not reached Cedar Creek the 
union army would not have suffered greater 
losses than it did; that General Wright 
would have assumed the offensive and 
might have driven Barly back. But the 


latter, if routed at all, could not have been 
smashed so utterly as he was: For only 
the arrival of Sheridan, the enthusiasm 
with which he inspired his soldiers, and the 
energy he imparted to their movements 
made possible the sweeping victory which 
was achieved. Sheridan could get more 
work out of his men than Wright could. 
The credit of the battle of Cedar Creek be- 


stuck to the facts at all points: Bariy's 
morning victory was not so overwhelming 


as the poet made it out to be. 


THE HAYMARKET POLICEMAN. 

If the bronze statue of a policeman with 
uplifted right hand, now in the Haymarket 
square, is removed to Union Park or any 
other park it will be meaningless. Stand- 
ing where it does, on the spot whére so 
many policemen died or received wounds in 
the defense of the law, it is full of signifi- 
cance, It has a story to tell. The hay- 


statue, monument, or other memorial in- 
tended to comthemorate what happened 
there, precisely as a monument intended to 
commemorate the victory at Yorktown be- 
longs there and nowhere else. 

It is proposed to remove the haymarket 
statue because “it is in the way.” The 
hucksters who occupy the surrounding 
space wish the ground it oecupies. The de- 
mands of trade are incessant. Even monu- 
ments are expected to yield to them,. This 
particular statue is not a notable work of 
art. It is uncared for by the city, which at 
one time agreed to care for it. It has no 
money to spare and so has willingly consent- 
ed to give the statue to the Park board, 
which has accepted it. 

Perhaps tinder the circumstances it is 
as well that it should be removed from 
its present site. What took place in the 
Haymarket square will not be forgotten, 
even if there be no memorial stone there. 
But the West Park board might better 
pack up the statue and put it carefully 
away than set it up where it will mean 
nothing. Except in the haymarket it will 
be a mediocre work of art and nothing more: 
Of artistic mediocrity or worse there are 
specimens enough in Chicago parks now.

Roswell Miller, chairman of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul board, will leave 
this evening to take up his future residence 
in New York City. His family preceded him 
some time ago, and he delayed his departure 
several weeks to close his affairs in Chicago. 
Their Michigan avenue residence will be 
closed. During their nine or more years’ 
residence in this city Mr. Miller and family 
mace a large circle of warm friends, 

Mr. Miller said yesterday he would succeed 
F. A. Bond as the New York representative 
ef the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road. Mr. Bond has held thé office of Vice 
President of the road for many years, with 
headquarters at New York, but recently re- 
signed, having attained the age of 70 years. 
While retaining the duties of chairman of 
the board Mr. Miller will also assume those 
of Vice President Bond. I shall always 
hold a tender spot for Chicago,“ said Mr. 
Miller yesterday, and while I ‘shall be per- 
manently located in New York Chicago will 
see me- as frequently as possible.. 

Mr. Miller came to Chicago first in 1882 as 
Second Vice President and treasurer of the 
Chicago and Western Indiana road. The 
year following he went with the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road as Assistant 
General Manager. In 1885 he was made Gen- 
eral Manager. In 1888 he was élected 
President and General Manager, and two 
years later became President, which office 
he held up to September, 1809, when he was 
elected chairman of the board, A. J, Earling 
succeeding him as President. 

Freight Rates Getting Demoralized. 

Freight rates to the Atlantic seaboard are 
again getting badly demoralized. Not only 
the east-bound roads from Chicago are said 
to be cutting rates, but those from Peoria 
and St. Louls are reported to be guilty of the

The east-bound roads from Chi were 


taking out of this city an average of 200,000 


tons of through freight. Nearly all of this 
freight had been contracted for at low rates, 
and new business was not wanted owing to 
shortage of cars. 

A complete change has been wrought dur- 
ing the last three weeks. Shipments from 
Chicago to the Atlantic seaboard by the all- 
rail lines have dwindled down to about 60,- 
000 tons, and Hundreds of cars are standing 
idle in the yards of the various roads. 

To employ these cars new business is 
needed, and as the demand in thé Bast is 
Ifght and shippers are not willing to pay 
the tariff rates now in effect, as they can 
get much lower rates by the lake-and-rail 
lines, the railroads are compelled to cut 
the rates severely to get any of the business. 

The general traffic officials of the east- 
bound roads from Chicago, Peoria, and St. 
Louis were in session here all day yesterday 
making efforts to check the demoralization 
and to bring about an arrangement for a 
better maintenance of agreed rates. 

Rockefeller in Missouri Pacific. 

Some facts in connection with the recent 
activity of Missouri Pacific stock in the 
market and evident large changes in owner- 
ship have just come to light and have full 
confirmation by several of the principals in 
the transaction. The Rockefeller interests, 
becoming impressed by statements made of 
th road’s earning power aud propects, ac- 
quired a large amount of stock in the open 
market from 40 to 43, which was followed 
by an aggressive bull campaign in the stock.

Dr. Reynolds Declares the Adulterant 
Is One of the Most Harmful Known, 
Especially to Children—Says Dairy- 
men Will Be Prevénted from Piac- 


ing It in Flaid—Chicage Medical So- 
ciety Hears Discussions on the Sub- 


ject—Inspection of Cows Advocated. 


In an address delivered last night before 
the Chicago Medical society in the Fine Arts 
Building Health Commissioner Arthur R. 
Reynolds declared formaldehyde to be the 
most dangerous adulterant ever placed in 
ry In speaking ot its use Dr. Reynolds 

“The use of this adulterant is growing. 
‘There seems to be a general idea among the 
milkmen that the use of formaldehyde in 
the milk is all right. This idea mut be 
prevented from spreading, for it is the most 
dangerous adulterant ever placed in milk, 
especially if the milk is given to children. 
The Health department hopes to stop its use 
before the hot weather begins.“ 

Dr. Reynolds’ utterances in regard to the 
use of formaldehyde were received with en- 
> ganas by the 100 physicians at the meet- 


Good Results of Inspection. 

The Health Commissioner addressed the 
, 8oclety upon the subject, The City Inspec- 
tion of Milk.” In speaking of the results of 
milk inspection by the city he said: ‘“‘ When 
the inspection of milk was begun by the city 
it was found that 45 per cent of the milk sold 
in the city was below the standard. Now 
only 10 per cent is below the required grade. 
The great trouble with the system is that it 
does not prevent the adulteration of milk 
by second and third hand dealers. The peo- 
ple must be instructed as to the quality of 
milk and must remember that they cannot 
hope to buy good milk for a small price. 

Should Inspect the Cows. 

Dr. A. H. Baker, V. G., spoke on the In- 
spection of Herds by Veterinarians.”’ 

It is now a well accepted fact that dairy 
cows must be examined by competent State 
Veterinarians at least once a year,” he said. 
“No animal is more su ble to disease 
than the average dairy cow. Every little in- 
disposition of the cow, and, i every 
different mental state, has its effect on the 
milk. A change of diet will have its im- 
mediate effect. The only way to obtain a 
geod milk supply is to have healthy cows.

a cow is by the annual tests of veterinarians. 

“The tuberculin test that is now being 
used will show immediately whether or not 
the cow tested is diseased, and the best proof 
of its infallibility is found in the fact that 
only 2 per cent of the cows killed were found 
to be without disease.

Sir George Glynn Petre, who for so many 
years was British envoy at Lisbon, has just 
come into the possession of a fortune of 
$50,000 as well as of a large estate through 
the death of his elder brother, old Mr. Henry 
Petre, one of the best known and most popu- 
lar figures in London society, It is needless 
to say that he was a Roman Catholic, since 
the Petres are along with the Howards the 
leading Roman Catholic fdmilies of the Eng- 
lish aristocracy. What 18, however, not gen- 
erally known is the fact that some thirty 
years ago Mr. 1 — was excommunicated 
by his diocesan, the then Bishop of Salford, 
who is today Cardinal Vaughan, Archbishop 
of Westminster. As in the case of the late 
Dr. St. George Mivart, the excommunica- 
tion resulted from the refusal of Mr. Petre 
to accept the dogma of the church in its 
entirety. Like a good many other Roman 
Catholics in 1869 he deglined to believe in 
the doctrine of papa! infallibility, then for 
the first time claimed and ‘proclaimed by 
the church. Eventually he was talked over 
into accepting the dogma in question, where- 
upon the ban of the church was removed, 
and he has been buried with full Catholic 
rites.
